Hands up, how many of you 
have noticed a new kind of job 
title In the credits of some of our 
books? Need a hint? The 
name's “Group Editor,” and you'll 
see this credit on such titles as 
SPECTACULAR SPIDER-MAN, X-

heck's a “Group Editor"? 

In our ongoing effort to keep 
the ever-expanding Marvel Uni- 
verse more coherent, we've had 
to reorganize our editorial rank 
and file. You see, we've always 
felt that one of the best ways to 
keep each corner of our won- 
drous universe tidy and self-con- 
sistent was by having related fam- 
ilies of titles edited by the same 
editor.
